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The first Rester that we can find any record of was the 
Frederic Rester who settled in the Province of Georgia in 1766. 
He was also referred to as Frederic Resta, Frederic Heister and 
“pederic Festar in early documents. As yet we have been unable 
find out where he was born, who his parents were, their 
zenality, or the criginal family name. It seems Likely that 

original name. was shortened cr changed to "Rester" as no 
record can be found of any immigrants to this country by the 
name of Rester. It is hoped that in the Paha we can find

The Golonial Records of Georgia reveal by a petition dated 
August 1765 that Frederic Resta applied for a lmd grant to settle 
in the Province of Georgia. A petition dated July 1766 stated” 
thet Frederic Pesta, formerly an inhabitant of South Carolina, had ~— 


Seztled on 450° acres of land on tae Soutr of great Ogechee (River) 
in St. Philip's Parish with his vite, three eaildren and eight 
Negroes. In ye aes 1769 he was granted an additional 300 acres 
in St. Philip's Parish about a mile mc analr from land of great 
Ogechee at a Cypress Frond between Branches of Black Creek. 

Later, somratime becween 17/1-i73e, Fredsric Reister petitioned 
for an additional 100 acres for cultivation about two miles from 
Black Creek in St. Philio's Parisn. At that time he stated that 
he had a wife, three children ard 15 Negroes. 


All of the above sroperty was located in that part of St. 
Philip! s Parish which became part of Bulloch County, Georgia 
upon its formation in 179 


On January le, 1776, at a meeting of the Council of Safety, a 
Militia Company vas formed from the Lower District in the Upper 
Division of St. Philip's Parish, and Frederic Rester was recom- 
monded for Second Lieutenant. Later records show that a commission 
was ordered issued for Frederic Restar, First Lieutenant. 


The records of Bulloch County, Georgia reveal that on Feb. 14, 
1803 there was granted to Stephen Denmark and Frederick Rester, Jr. 
Letters of Dismission from acting as administrators of the Estate 
of Frederick Rester, Sr., deceased. Unfortunately, all other 
cavers in connection with this estate were either lost or destroyed 
long ago. 


From the records it appears that Frederic Rester, Sr. had 
oniy three children. It seems likely that there was only one 
son, Frederick Rester, Jr., to carry the family name as there 
*s no reference to any other Resters ir the records of Builoch 
County and adjoining counties other than to the family of 
Frederick Rester, Jr., as shown below. 
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FREDERICK RESTER, JR.* 


Frederick Rester, Jr., the son of Frederic Rester, Sr., was 
born sometime before 1765 at old Purysburg, South Carolina, just 
across the Savannah River from Effingham County, Georgia. The 
records of the old Ebenezer Church in Effingham County show that 
Frederick Rester, Jr. was baptized on May 16, 1765. This record 
does not give his age at that time, but he was probably a year or 
so old. 


Our next record of Frederick Rester, Jr. is when he received 
his discharge from the Armies of the United States of America, 
signed on Dec. 10, 1783 at Savannah, Georgia by Major John Haber- 
sham, Commander of the Georgia Battalion, after having served two 
years as a Private Soldier during the Revolutionary War. 


He married Louisa Denmark, daughter of William Denmark, in 
Bulloch County, Georgia "in 1783 or 178k", according to a Declara- 
tion signed by Louicea Rester on June 11, 1850 in Harrison County, 
Miss. In said instrument she also stated that she was married "at 
about the age of sixteen’ and that she was born on October 17th, 
1768. A leaf from her family bible was attached which read: 
"Luicea denmark wafs born October the 17th 1768". 


A warranty deed dated Nev. 27, 1797 in the records of 
Bulloch County shows that Frederick Rester purchased 600 acres 
of land in Bulloch County from John Moore. 


On Sept. 9, 1802 in Bulloch County Frederick and Louisa 
Rester deeded a slave girl named "Mary" as a gift to their 
daughter, Elizabeth Rester Pool. 


On Sept. 8, 1806 in Bulloch County Frederic and Louisa 
Rester deeded to their son, Gideon Rester, the land purchased 
from John Moore in 1797. 


On Nov. 22, 1807 in Bulloch County Frederick Rester executed 
a Power of Attorney to his son, Gideon Rester, to collect debts 
due him and to sell and deed any of his property. This was in 
preparation to leaving Georgie for - 


On Tues., Oct. 13, 1807 Governor John Milledge of Georgia 
had issued a passport to Frederick Rester to travel through the 
Creek nation. Thereafter, Frederick and Louisa Rester and their 
younger children settled in Hancock County, Miss., being among 
the early settlers of this newly-opened territory. The four 
oldest children of this family were already married and followed 
their parents West a few years later. 


It appears that Frederick Rester settled somewhere near Red 
Creek a few miles West of the present Town of Wiggins, Miss. 
There is a small creek in this area which was at one time referred 
to as Rester Creek.

In 1849 end 1850 Louisa Rester applied to the Government for 
a widow's pension, sucn pension having been appropriated by Con- 
gress for widows of Revolutionary Soldiers. Numerous affidavits 
were filed in this connection by Louisa md her sons, David and 
Frederick, providing much of the information on the family of 
Frederick Rester contained herein. 


Louisa Denmark Rester died on Aug. 5, 1851 near Red Creek in 
Harrison County, ‘liss., according to an instrument filed in the 
Probate Court cf Harrison County, Miss. at the April Term, 1857.

FREDERICK RESTER, III 


Frederick Rester was the youngest child of Frederick and 
Louisa Rester. No record of his birth, marriage or death can 
be found and, therefore, can only be estimated according to 
information in the Census Reports. Records are scarce for the 
period of his lifetime. Both the Hancock and Perry County 
Courthouses burned, destroying their valuable records. 


It is estimated that Frederick Rester was born between the 
years 1808-1810 in Mississippi. He married Mary Goldman between 
1831-1834. It spears that they lived with his widowed mother, 
Louisa Rester, in the family home near Red Creek until her death 
in 1851 md remained there until around 1858. At that time they 
moved to the will Smith Community, which is about two miles west 
of the present Juniper Grove Church in Pearl River County, Miss. 
This area was at that time part of Hancock County. 


Us 
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Mary Goldman Rester died upon the birth of her tenth child, 
Elizabeth, about 1861. She is buried in the Will Smith cemetery 
West of Juniper Grove. 


After her death Frederick Rester married Precilla Bilbo, the 
widow of Washington Bilbo, on Sept. 16, 1862 in Hancock County, 
Miss. However, they were unable to live together peacefully as 
their children could not get along (they sach had large families), 
so they agreed to live separately, but they never obtained a divorce. 


At the time of his death Frederick Rester was living on Wolf 
River about two miles from the present home of Elder John Alvan 
Rester in the Progress Community in Pearl River County. We do 
not know when he died, but he is buried beside his first wife, 
Mary, in the Will Smith cemetery West of Juniper Grove in Pearl 
River County. There are ne markers on their graves. 


Frederick and Mary Rester had the following children: 


He 
enlisted with his brother, William Rester, on Mar.

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HARRIS RESTER 

Harris Rester was born in Mobile County, Alabama 5 October 1879. 
His headstone gives the year as 1876, but census records show he was 
born in 1879. He was the oldest child of Henry and Julia Agness McDuffie 
Rester. Harris married Florence Jackson in Mobile County, Alabama on 
20 March 1902. Florence was the oldest child of Thomas Jefferson and 
Alabama "Allie" Maples Jackson. She was born in Mobile County, Alabama 
on 15 February 1883. Her headstone gives her birth year as 1882 but 
census records show it as 1883. Harris and Florence lived in the 
Tanner-Williams , Alabama community for most of their lives until they 
moved to Semmes, Alabama. Harris was a farmer and later in life worked 
on the flower nurseries in Semmes. Florence was a deeply religious lady 
who attended early in life the Holiness Church at Tanner-Williams. When 
the family moved to Semmes she joined the Allentown Holiness Church. 
Florence also served the area as a Midwife. She delivered hundreds of 
babies during her life time. Harris Rester was known to plant a garden 
every year on March 17. As Harris got older his hearing got worse. He 
and Florence greatly loved their many grandchildren. Florence wrote in 
her Bible the names and birthdates of all her brothers, sisters, children, 
and grandchildren. From this Bible record and Mobile County Census records 
we have a complete list of the nine children of Harris and Florence 
Jackson Rester. 

The oldest child was Decauter Eugene Rester. Cater as he was called 
was born in Tanner-Williams, Alabama 14 January 1903. Florence's Bible 
gives the year as 1902, but census records show 1903. When Cater was a 
young man he was involved in an accident while cutting wood in the woods 
with John Jackson. Cater had a saw cut into his leg. Several days later 
he died from complications brought on by infection. Decauter died at 
Tanner-Williams on 12 July 1923. 


Their second child Rene Rester was born 10 February 1905 in Tanner- 
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gi taie Alabama. She married Ivey Hare in George County, Mississippi. 
Rene and Ivey Hare had two child: Dorothy and O'Neal. Rene and her 
husband Ivey owned and ran a flower nursery in Semmes. Rene was very 
active in the community. She had been an outstanding basketball player 
at Tanner-Williams High School and loved the sport. In her later years 
she lived with her daughter Dorothy in Georgia. Rene Rester died il 
February 1979 in Houston County, Georgia. She was buried in the Semmes 
First Baptist Church Cemetery in Mobile County, Alabama. 

The third child of Harris and Florence was Lillie Rester who was 
born 7 March 1907. Florence's Bible states that Lillie was born at 
Arena, Mississippi. Lillie Rester married Phelan Ray Davis in George 
County, Mississippi on 20 October 1923. They had the following three 

sons: LeLand; Herbert; and L.D. Davis. Lillie died from complications 
brought on from childbirth on 11 May 1930. She was buried in the 
Palestine Church Cemetery. 

Their fourth child Thomas Henry Rester was born 4 August 1909. 
Florence's Bible states that he was born in Arena, Mississippi. Called 
Henry, he was named for his two grandfathers Henry Rester and Thomas 
Jefferson Jackson. Henry Rester married Agnes Stringer in George 
County, Mississippi 4 May 1929. They had the following three children: 
Thomas "Tommy" ; LaVera; and Sonya Rester. Henry and Agnes divorced. 
He married again and had a son named Brock. Henry Rester died in 
Covington, Louisiana and was buried in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 

Their fifth child Richard Rester was born 10 February 1912. 
Florence's Bible states that he was born in Arena, Mississippi. 
Richard married Chestina "Kate" Montee/Monteith in George County, 
Mississippi 17 June 1933. She was the daughter of John Knox and 
Margaret Jane Lyons Montee/Monteith. Richard and Kate lived in 
Tanner-Williams at first. They next moved to Semmes where Richard 


worked on the flower nurseries. For a short period of time 
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, din 1949/1950 they owned and ran the Semmes Cafe on U.S. Highway 98. 
Richard and Kate had two daughters: Lycyle and Marita Rester. When 
the girls were teenagers they were left with their grandparents 
and Aunt Rene while Richard took a job in Richmond, Virginia. Kate 
disliked Virginia and they returned home to Alabama. Richard next 
worked at the shipyard in Pascagoula, Mississippi. In the early 
1950's they lived with Jim and Lucy Fincher while they built a house 
on Tanner-Williams Road just southeast of Big Creek Lake. Their daughter 
Lycyle Rester married first Otis Attebery 13 August 1955. They had one 
son Ronald Attebery. Otis died in 1967 and Lycyle married second 
Thomas Lloyd Crowdus 25 June 1971. Richard and Kate's daughter Marita 
Rester married James Harold Middleton 15 December 1956 in Greene County, 
Mississippi. James graduated from the University of Southern Mississippi 
in 1959. They have three children: Donald Richard who was named for 
his grandfather Richard Rester; Susan; and Karen Middleton. Richard 
Rester died in Baldwin County, Alabama 28 November 1987. He is buried 
in Joyner Cemetery at Tanner-Williams. His wife Kate was a cake decorator 
and for a period of time worked at Gardbergs in Mobile making curtains. 
Kate died 24 April 1982 and was also buried at Joyner Cemetery. 

The sixth child Murry LV Rester was born 30 March 1915 in Tanner- 
Williams. LV married Thelma "Pet" Cowart in George County, Mississippi 
22 July 1933. Murry LV Rester was named for Murry Deas that ran a store 
in the area and for LV Pringle a man that his father Harris worked for in 
the area. LV as he was called had five children: Gene Murry; Anita; 
Betty June; Thelma; and Terry Rester. His wife Pet ran a beauty shop in 
Semmes for years. LV died 25 January 1991 and was buried at Shady Grove 
Cemetery in Mobile County. 

The seventh child Harris O'Neal Rester was born in Tanner-Williams 


20 October 1918. On the 1920 Census his name is given as Willfred. 
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He married Clara Lila Howell in George County, Mississippi 20 September 
1941. Their children were Wayne; Jerry; Darryl; Sherryl;-Harris Jr.; 
and Shelia Rester. Harris Rester moved his family out to Columbus, 
Texas. He died there and is buried in the Oddfellow Cemetery at 
Columbus, Texas. 

Their eighth child Annie Virginia Rester was born at Tanner-Williams 
29 January 1920. Annie married Jack Robert Robinson in George County, 
Mississippi 4 December 1937. They had three children: Harris "Sonny" ; 
J.R.; and Brenda Robinson. Annie is buried in Mobile Memorial Gardens. 

Their youngest. child Madilene Rester was born 5 January 1926 and 
died 9 January 1926. It's believed that she is buried at Palestine 
Cemetery. 

Harris Rester died in Mobile on 3 March 1958 and his wife Florence 
Jackson Rester died on 19 July 1961. They are both buried in the Palestine

ZACHARIAH RESTER 

Zachariah Rester was born in the Effingham County- Bulloch 

County Georgia area on 27 March 1805. It is believed but not 
proven that he was the oldest child of David and Barbary Rester. 

When Zachariah Rester was a very small child his father David 
Rester moved the family to the St. Tammany Parish , Louisiana area and 
the Hancock County-Pearl River County, Mississippi area.They left 
Georgia for Mississippi in 1809. The first U.S. Census record to list 
Zachariah was the 1830 Census for Hancock County, Mississippi. 
Zachariah Rester married Mary 2 - We do not know her maiden 
name at this time. Mary was born 17 February 1810. 

Sometime in the mid-1830's some of the Resters moved east to 
Mobile County, Alabama. The Old St. Stephen's Land Office Records 
show that Zachariah Rester and his father both purchased land in 
Mobile County on 6 November 1835. This land was located in Township 
3South Range 4West. Mobile County Land Deed Records state that on 
30 November 1835 Zachariah Rester sold to his Uncle Thomas C. Hunt 
2 lot parcels located at Township 3 Range 4West Section 28 E4 NE4. 
On 16 January 1836 the Deed Book Shows that Zachariah bought from his 
parents David and Barbara Rester the NE4 of the NE4 of Township 3South 
Range 4West Section 28. This consisted of about 39.86 acres of land. 
The 1840 Census shows Zachariah Rester still living in Mobile 
County, Alabama next to his father David Rester , his brother Jackson 
Rester, and his brother-in-law Francis Alexander. 

Zachariah and Mary Rester had eight children. What we know about 
these eight children comes from an old Bible that gives details on 
the Howard and Rester families. Probate records from Washington County 
and Moblie County, Alabama gives us the names of the people that 
Zachariah's children married. 


Zachariah and Mary's oldest child Leivida Rester was born 5 April 
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1830. We do not have anyother records for Leivida Rester. 

Their second child Narvil Rester was born 25 April 1832. He 
married in Mobile County Delia A. Joiner 1 January 1855. Nothing 
more is known of Narvil Rester. 

Their third’ child Naomay Rester was born 28 April 1835.

In 1783 Frederick was discharged from the Army after two years’ Revolutionary: 
service. 


Frederick II lived in Bulloch Co., GA 1797, where he purchased 600 acres 
and then 200 acres on Luke Mann's Branch from Cornelius Geiger. In 1801 he 
bought 400 acres from Alexander Dock. 


In 1802 he deeded a slave to his daughter Elizabeth. Four years later he 
deeded 400 acres to his son Gideon. Perhaps this was in preparation for 
his planned move to MS. 


The Governor of Georgia granted Frederick the necessary passport to travel 
through the Creek Nation 13 Oct 1807. The younger children traveled with 
Frederick and Louisa, while the older, married children followed later. 
Frederick appointed his son Gideon his attorney to collect debts 22 Nov 1807. 


On 18 Apr 1809 Gideon stated Frederick had sold 200 acres on Mann's Branch to 
Thomas Jones but that Frederick's deed to this property could not be found. 


Gideon stated he was of the opinion that Frederick had carried the deed by 
mistake with other papers to "the Western Country" and promised that if the 
deed could be located it would be conveyed to Jones. 

Frederick settled in Hancock Co., MS, near Wiggins. 

In 1816 he signed a petition with other settlers of Pearl River. 


By the 1830 census he lived in Perry County, where he died later that same 
year. 


Frederick's wife Louisa was the daughter of WILLIAM DENMARK, JR., of 
North Carolina and Georgia.
